ſeen or hezrd : bur theſe declir: the very iecrer purpoſe ard intentions of 
the Anabaprilts, which lay io ſecrer Within them, that perhaps the filly Ana- 
bapritts themſelves never knew ir, nor no man elſe ill che men of Munſer, 
who killed them, and opened thzm, and ſaw their very hearts , revealed it 
to the world, as the true and j1{t reaſon of their ſo dealing with them : left 
any man ſhould judge them cruel ro do ſo horrid an Act withour cavſe , and 
ſo abhorr both them and their Religion for ſo doing, as ſome have done the 
moſt devour and learned Calvin, for cauſing Michael Serverrcs,who fled our 
of Italy to Geneva for Conſcience ſake , and was there burned for nor mel- 
ring preſently into all Mr, Calvins Orthodox Opinions, and ſo was con- 
demned ro th2 fre, ſuppoſing him to be like wax , and being heated,the fr- 
rer for their purpoſe : but he proved combuſlible to athes. We have ſeen 
therefore wherein their zzal Aled, and hope to make bercer uſe of ours. We 
are all forewarned from the firſt time that SirGeorgeBooth had the watchword, 
and though he miſcarried , yet we (by Presbyteriean Providence) are once 
more forearmed : And what ſhould we dowith our Armes, if not to cut the 
Anabapriſts and all Se&tarian Throats ? For when we have cur all their 
Throars, we ſhall be then ſure they cannot cur ovrs, We have the Sword , 
and ſhould we weare it in vaine, as the Anabaptiſts did ? For they did nor 
ſo much as touch rhe hair of our heads all the while they had the power in 
their hands , and would you have us to do ſoto?

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Rome and Spain, and amongſt all Ra Lakelich And ſome are clapr rp * 
for fear leſt being provoked they ſhould ſerve us the ſame ſauce, for they ar® 
much for DO as you would be DONE by, an old obſolere Law.of the Jewe 
ard the old Chriſtians above 1600 years ago, as if it wer? a better Lav 
then all the Lavves of our Native Country, A Company of Lavvleſs Crea- 
fr.$they are; They vvould have all things done by Love (for-ſooth) if they 
might rule the roſt ; And ſo all orr Auncient Fundamentall Lawes would 
down at once, But we hope our Lawyers will ſee tothar : For if they go 
down; it is their fault more then-ours : for they are-choſen Speakers , and 
they are chofen Chaire men, and they are choſen Secretaries , and they are 
choſen Judges, and they are choſen Ambaſladors , and they are choſen Ad- 
vocates, Serjeants and Counſellers, Yet we ſhould not much ſtand rpon 
It, if they were all down, ſo our Godly Miniſters were up, and not one Whit 
abridged of their Tythzs and Argwentations , and all impropriations and 
Gleab Lands and daily freewill offerings, f.rit fruits and centh of Tyrhes and 
the bke, Ponr Miniſters ! They bave had a hard pull on't ; They were fain 
to be entertained at the chiefe(t Tables in all the Land, and had like to have 
lolt Livings of 400 or 5co 1, a year, and ſome divers Livings and places to- 
gether to the value of one thouſand or ffreen hundred pounds a year, There- 
fore many of them could ror -Preach all the while ; yea they were fain to 
ern their preaching into ſoliciting and pleading : But we have now gotten 
the Parliament trump on our fide, and we care not a pin for the Anabaprifts, 
if they ſtick faſt ro us, And now if Charles Stewart would but come in vpn 
our Terwes. and Conf rme , all that we do , we ſhould carry the Game be- 
fore us ; And if he ſhould not , we would deal with himin the ſtool of Re- 
pencance, and if that would no: ſerve turn , we could make him as Gloriors 
a King as we did his Father, and have another Free Parliamenc inco the bar-- 
cain ; And our Godly Miniſters would take care enough in all places chat no 
Setaries ſhould be choſen; for we could ſoonzr comply wich Pap'fs then 
with them.

ment ; for we dare nor truſt theſe further then We can throw a Millltone ; 
nor had done ſo much as we do, bur that they pur the Sword into 0.r 
friends hands ; In whom we pur far greater confidence then in chem ; 
And yer irfticks in our Sromack ro think of C, S, whether he have any more 
{relands and Biſhops,Deanes,and Chapters Lands co give us. And if het ould 
b= roo cunning for us, we ſhould with the Anabapt:ſts alive again to help 
's. And yer now it is acueſtion, Whether they would not ſooner joyn with 
him, being promiſed berrer Conditions , and ſurer Tolleration then ever 
we ar2 like to afford thzm, Really (and that was the Old ProreQtors ſober 
Oath , when he did not ſear in private ) Really ir is a hard CASE and 
CALAMITY we are put t69, whether we ſhould let them live or no ? We 
raft adviſe with otr Miniſters, they are Wiſer then w2, What ſhould we 
do::br ? They tell us all chings that thall come co paſs in another World, and 
cannot they rell what will come to paſs here ? we triſt them in greater mar- 
rers, W2 may well trſt them for the leis ; For if it were nor for them, we 
(hould be as 1gnorant as Papilts. And yer we ſee what an excellent order 
they keep by Celeiving as the Church beleives , and'if w2 ſhould not do ſo 
to, We ſhould ſoon come ro Confifion. Ir 1s a dangerous; thing to know too 
much, for Solomonrells us , that thereby ſorrowes are increaſed. Therefore 
we ſee the Papiſts putting all that trouble upon their Prieſts , and they upon 
the Pope, they go on as boldly and reſolutely, and couragio'{ly as blind Ba- 
yard: and ſurely in many things the Papiſts will ſhame us ; for they beleive 
whar their Prieſts ſay, before they beleive their own eyes, oc their own taſt, 
or their own hands, And we know that our Godly Miniſters are a greac

man harh no: a breathing time be:ween. And if they were not more Con- 
ſcientiouſly obedient ro Mayjiftrates then we are our ſelves, and that our Mi- 
niſters are ſo diligent nighe and day, early and late, by their Wives and Ser- 
vants to ſolicit all the chief Magiſtrates againſt them , whilſt we nertle their 
Conſcience by crying our in allplaces thac they will endure no Magiſtracy 
becarſe they thzmſelves are not ambitious to be Magjiftraces : the whole Na- 
tion Would be ſoon over-run wich che Doztrine of Baptiſmes; Not the Invi- 
fible Bapriſm -of Mr. Dell and the quakers , bur the ourvvard Wathing of 
vvater vvith the inward Anſiver of a good Conſcience in the Sprrir. 

And in all theſe things we have found the Anabaptifts ſo cunning and ſubritt, 
that when o: r Godly Miniſt:rs have broughe Scriptures which we before looke 
upon as impregnable and invincible,they have taken thoſe very Scripturs and 
turned them upon our Miniſters, that they had nor one word to ſay : But to 
flie of to other Arguments or end in a Huddlz, or ger behind the Covenant , 
and there they skip from one Covenant to another, ſomrimes in the Old,ſom- 
times in che New, ſomrimes in both , ſomrimes in neither ; and ſo ger into 
a Thicket, they eſcape & run away ; ſomerimes they ply ir ſo Home thar they 
make many of us believe that Jeſus Chriſt & all his Apoltles, and all che Pri- 
mitive Churches fcr 300 years were all Anabaptifts : And rell us thar if Feſus 
Chriſt & his Apoſtles were in our dayes,we ſhould even uſe them as th2 Jewes 
did : being the cafe is the ſame, For they all Dipped in Jordan and Anon,
